Dam Etusy to Keach by .Viito 
—Considt'i od Splendid 
IMch’o of Work 

For the first time since it was 
completed, the dam in Sierra 
Madre Canyon is impounding a 
great volume of water, the result 
of 3’hursdny's torrential down- 
j)our. The water this morning 
had risen to a lieight of 40 feel, 
and when tlie gale wa.s closed 
yesterday at 10:45 water was 
lushing through at the rate of 
25 second fi'et. Had the dam not 
tiecii constructed it is believed 
miicli damage would have result¬ 
ed from the recent downpour. 

The dam, whicti is 80 feet in 
height, has a capacity of 63 acre 
feet. At presenl the body of 
water impounded measures about 
100x800 feet, a sizeatile pond for 
California. Engineers of Hie coun¬ 
ty Hood control department state 
tliat tlie dam is tlie prettiest plere 
of work of that nature in Soulh- 
eni California.
